American farmer 
and 
the 


American worker are always the chief 
objects of solicitude, put forward by 
the high tariff politicians, when an up- 
ward revision of the tariff is in order, 
That has always been true and Is now 
true In Congress in connection with ef- 
forts to enact the high rates in the 
Fordney so-called Permanent Tariff 
Bill. 


The farmer as well as the worker, 


however, has come to realize that any 
benefit he may derive from an exorbi- 
tant tariff, levied In the name of pro- 
tection on an article which he pro- 
duces, Is more than offset by the 
tribute which he must pay on arti- 
cles which he consumes but does not 
raise. 


Sugar is a good example of how this 


works out with reference to the farm- 
er. The American beet sugar industry 
prospered under a protective tariff of 
one cent a pound on Onban raw sagar. 
•The Emergency Tariff Act increased 
this 60 per ceat One of the arguments 
advanced for this tremendous increasi 
was that the beet sugar industry need- 
ed this protection in order to protect 
the American farm laborer engaged in 
raising sugar beets. 


Unfortunately 
for this argument 


there is very little American farm labor 
in the beet sugar industry as the rec- 
ords of the Department of Labor and 
the Department of Agriculture- show. 


Sugar beets are raised and harvested 


almost entirely by the cheapest grade 
obtainable of foreign labor, contracted 
for by the sugar manufacturers and 
turned over to the beet growers. 


Field bosses in the beet sugar sec- 


tions have indeed frequently told in- 
vestigators that American labor is not 
wanted because "a Yankee can't stand 
the hard work." 


Child Labor in Majority 


Not only is the larger part of the 


beet sugar labor this low priced for- 
eign labor which we are warned 
against but even a larger part are the 
children of these foreign families. N 
In Colorado alone, one of the most 


Important beet sugar states, the Na- 
tional Child Labor Committee found 
5,000. children between the ages of six 
and fifteen years, practically all of 
alien parents, regularly engaged in the 
cultivation of sugar beets. 


From the time the beets are in 'the j Jan- 


gwand until they are delivered at the 
factory the hardest kind of manual la- 
bor is required. And much of this is 
done by small children. These phildren 
spend long, hard hours on their hands 
and knees weeding and thinning the 
beets. Then when the beets are full 
grown they spend more long, hard 
hours lifting the heavy roots to their 
knees and with & wide sweep -at a dan- 
gerously sharp knife cut off the tops. 


The Federal Children's Bureau made 


an intensive study of the Colorado sit- 
uation. Of 1,077 Included in this study 
seven-tenths were the children of con- 
tract laborers. 
Over one-fourth of 


them were under ten years old, a small 
percentage under eight. Less than 
une-hfth were as much as fourteen 
years old. Considerably over a half 
ranged from nine to thirteen. 
From 


69 to 85 per cent, according to the 
process in which the child was engag- 
ed, worked nine hours or more a day. 
From one-seventh to one-third, again 
varying with the process, worked 
eleven hours or more a day. 
The 


average working day for all processes 
was usually between nine and ten 
hours. 


Evil Effect on Children 


Postural deformities and malposl- 


lions were found in 70 per cent of the 
children examined by the Bureau's 
physicians. Another serious effect la 
the interference with their 
educa-

WITH STOLEN CARS 


Legitimate Automobile Trade Affect- 


ed by tb-e Rush Over the Border. 


Washington, 
Feb. 7.—American 


'Consul John W. Dye at Juarez, Mex- 
ico has found what becomes of many 
of the 
automobiles 
stolen 
every 


month. They go across the Interna- 
tional Bridge into Mexico in such 
numbers that the legitimate automo- 
bile trade of Mexico has become seri- 
ously affected. 


According to Dr. Dye, thousands 


of stolen automobiles are steadily 
pouring 
across the 
boundry. 
For 


the most part they come from Cali- 
fornia and States bordering on the 
Rio Grande, but many are known to

Chicago. 


The cars are sold in Mexico for 


about half their Value. -Many are 
stripped of pieces of any value and 
abandoned, while others are taken 
into secret hiding 
places and new 


bodies placed on o€d chassis, or oth- 
erwise changed so as to be unrecog- 
nizable. The Consul cites one case 
of where >a Mexican offered a boy 
$25 for a "good Ford." The boy got 
the Ford, but he was caught before 
he could deliver it.

"Germany went to war to realize on 


her investment in arms and armies. 
The burden of universal military serv- 
ice, 
expenditures on the army and 


navy, subsidies and doles, became In- 
tolerable. 
She thought she would re- 


peat the exploit of 1870 and make war 
so profitable in territory and indem- 
nities as to recoup herself for the 
outlay of 40 years' preparation. The 
splendid resistance of the Belgians and 
the French and of the little British 
expeditionary force made the short 
war a futile dream. The untrained 
manhood, arid unmortgaged resources 
of the Western World, of the British 
empire overseas, and finally of Amer- 
ica, determined the issue. 
Germany 


suffered economic collapse, though her 
armies, beaten but not routed, were 
still on enemy soil. 
So Germany's 


military preparedness was her cause 
for making war and was the cause of 
her clei< &i.

FIRST PAVED STBEET 
IN UNITED STATES 


Washington, 
'Feb. 15—Cjharles- 


ton, West Virginia, 
has the dis- 


tinction of being the first city in 
the United States to use brick for 
street paving. Although brick had 
been used to pave streets in Euro- 
pean 'Countries, principally Holland, 
for nearly a century, they were not 
tried in the United 
States until 


1871. 
Brick were used in Biblical times. 


They 
were used by the 
Romans. 
Parts of the famous 
Chinese wall, 


still standing, are of brick. Holland 
has tbrick 
streets 
more than 100 


years old. 
In 1871 Charleston paved Sum- 


mers street with 
building brick. 


These, of course, 
were 
not to be 


compared 
with the hard 
burned 


vitrified brick used for paving pur- 
poses today, but "nevertheless they 
served satisfactorily for 38 years. 


The state 
museum at 
'Charles- 


ton has on exhibition the first brick 
laid in the street, from 
which not 


more than one 
inch was worn in 


the generation it served. 
In 1894 


Quarrier 
street 
was paved with 


brick and, although 27 years old, is 
still in good >condition today. The

AVashington was of a type that

In a small town in an agricultural 


section of the United States,'not far 
from the Canadian border, there is a 
glove factory. This concern has been 
for years selling a large part of its 
product annually in Canada. Con- 
gress in the Emergency Tariff Act 
placed on goods Imported from Canada 
a tariff so high that it made it unprofit- 
able for the Canadians longer to sell 
their goods in the American market. 
The small town glove factory, among 
many others, lost Its Canadian mar- 
tet and had to shut down. 


It is an economic law that a nation 


juys where it sells. It must do this 


order to have money to pay its 


bills in the country where the bills 
are contracted. 


Canada being unable to sell her 


oods In this country was forced to 
sell her surplus elsewhere. Naturally, 
then, she supplied her needs in other 
markets. 
But this particular glove 


factory is Important because of its 
effect on the prosperity of the nearby 
!armers. 


The plight of this factory is an ex- 


ample of how the prosperity of every 
interest in this co intry is dependent 
upo.n the prosperity of practically ev- 
ery other interest.' This glove factory 
Is the mainstay of the town. 
Prac- 


tically all the wage earners work 
there. When their means of livelihood 
was cut off their ability to purchase 
was gone. 


The smaller farmers who had a 


ready market at their very doors for 
their butter and eggs and other farm 
products found it necessary to seek 
other and less satisfactory markets 
out of town.

Careful Gardener Can Find Room for 


Additional Plants if Best Judg- 


ment Is Used in Plan, 


ning Seed Bed. 


"Intensive farming" long ago won 


the O. K. of the practical agriculturist 
who found that it was to his financial 
Interest to make two or more grow 
where one grew before. 


The -same rule applies, or should 


apply, 'tox "the cottage gardener—the 
fellow who has only a few feet of 
space, compared with the three or four- 
hundred acre farm. 


It is just as essential that the back 


yard ''fence corners" be made to pro- 
duce as it is that the formerly un- 
used places on the farm be brought 
Into a state of production. 
la the back yard of the majority of 


small homes, in both country and city, 
there are spaces 
that have 
been 


neglected because the man of the house 
was not exactly in the mood of spad- 
ing it up-when planting time arrived. 
Spading time should extend from the 
time the one crop was garnered the 
previous fall to the time when the soil 
is actually prepared for the next sea- 
son. Spading in the fall is not a bad 
idea. The leaves and other fertilizer 
producing growths can be turned under 
and also made to work for you. 


Value of Rich Soil. 


If you are fortunate enough to ob- 


tain a load or two of stable manure, 
of course it is better to turn this 
under in the fall and allow it to be well 
rotted by spring—and not blown away 
by the winter winds. Although much 
manure has a large quantity of straw 
mixed with It, the straw also enriches 
the soil. 
With the ground well cared for in 


the fall before the freezing weather 
•tarts, it is in condition to be brought 
into the best producing state in the early 
spring, when little, if any, spading will 
be necessary to make the seed bed— 
and the worst of the work is over and 
the home gardener is happy with his 
prospects. 


Then—when actual planting time 


comes—when the ground is warm and 
there seems to be no danger of frost- 
that is the time to make the most of 
the situation. 


No plants will do their best if 


crowded, but there are many vegetables 
that will do well by being planted 
close together. 
Those that 
require 


most space, should have all they need— 
but it is well to remember that some 
of the small vegetables that grow close 
to the ground and are out of the way 
early can be grown between the larger 
plants, such as tomatoes and beans, 
which develop slowly. 


When Crowding Can Be Done. 


By exercising careful judgment a 


little more crowding may be done in 
some instances than has been done 
by many gardeners, and more inter- 
cropping—planting between th» later 
developing plants—mny he carried out,

GROWING CELERY 


Growing celery for family use by the 


bed method cannot be excelled for at- 
taining crispness and delicacy of 
flavor, according to horticulturists of 
the Ohio experiment station after test- 
ing the various schemes of intensive 
garden culture of this crop. Accord- 
ing to their plan celery may be ob- 
tained in the small garden from No- 
vember till midwinter. For this crop 
a level bed four feet wide and as long 
as desired is selected. A ditch is dug 
six inches deep, full width of the i 
bed, smoothed on the bottom, covered 
with three inches of stable manure 
and then with three inches of the best 
soil saved for the purpose. Soaking 
the ground causes it to settle. If de- j 
sired, radishes, lettuce or any early 
crop may be grown before planting 
celery.
